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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 10 and 1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 8. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim17 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Inclusion of the device of 
claims 1 or 12 in a laser apparatus does not further limit the device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-9 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The instant claims are indefinite for the following reasons: 

(a) In claim 1 , line 10, "which has a current injection window" is indefinite in 
that the metes and bounds of the injection window are not set forth in 
structural terms. It is not clear as to what structure applicant intends to 
claim. 

(b) In claim 12, lines 32-33, "a current non-injection region is provided near at 
least one of said two opposite resonator end faces" is indefinite in that the 
metes and bounds of the current non-injection region are not set forth in 
structural terms. It is not clear as to what structure applicant intends to 
claim.
